White House investigating how couple crashed Obama’s state dinner

WASHINGTON Michaele andTareq Salahi like 
a good party, an attorney who knows them 
said Thursday, and maybe that’s why the 
couple from Virginia’s horse country didn’t 
look out of place at the White House state 
dinner for the Indian prime minister. 

They were all smiles as they rubbed shoul- 
ders with Vice President Joe Biden, White 
House Chief of Staff Rahm Emanuel, 
Washington Mayor Adrian Fenty and “CBS 
Evening News” anchor Katie Couric. 

No one suspected the Salahis were a cou- 
ple of brazen party crashers— and wannabe 
reality TV stars. 

The Secret Service is looking into its 
security procedures after determining that 
the Virginia couple managed to slip into 
Tuesday night’s event even though they were 
not on the guest list, agency spokesman Ed 
Donovan said. 

Paul Morrison, a Virginia attorney who 


has represented the couple on other mat- 
ters, told The Associated Press: “I know 
them. I’m unaware of any reason they need 
representation right now.” 

Morrison said he hasn’t spoken to the 
Salahis since the incident but said, “I can’t 
imagine” why they would be in legal trou- 
ble. 

“They just went to a party They didn’t do 
anything wrong. I know they enjoy a good 
party They’re just good people,” he said. 

President Obama was never in any danger 
because the Salahis went through the same 
security screening for weapons as the 300- 
plus people actually invited to the dinner 
honoring Indian Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh, Donovan said. 

Donovan confirmed the identities of 
the couple. The Washington Post, which 
first reported on their evening out, said 
the Salahis were well-known in the Virginia 
horse-country set and were being consid-

ered for the Bravo reality TV show “Real 
Housewives of DC.” 

In an interview with CBS’ “Early Show” in 
September, Michaele Salahi said, “President 
Obama has made it very accessible for any- 
one to visit the White House, so that’s like a 
big thing right now. ’’The CBS interview was 
part of a segment on potential candidates 
for “Real Housewives of DC.” but never 
was aired. 

The Secret Service learned about the 
security breach Wednesday after a media 
inquiry prompted by the Salahis’ online 
boasts about having attended the private 
event, Donovan said.

The meal switch was revealed Thursday 
morning when a TV interviewer brought up 
the absence of turkey dinners aboard Atlantis. 
“That’s not going to be on your menu today, is 
it?” the interviewer asked. 

“Shockingly, yes, I think it will be,” com- 
mander Charles Hobaugh said as some of his 
crew members grabbed the still unopened 
pouches of turkey and trimmings, and let 
them float around. 

Hobaugh, a no-nonsense Marine, had 
made it clear before the ii-day flight that he 
did not care what he ate on the holiday, be it 
beef brisket or tofu. He made no special meal 
requests. 

But somehow, smoked and irradiated tur- 
key ended up on Atlantis, along with pouches 
of candied yams, freeze-dried cornbread stuff- 
ing and green beans— just add water and bon 
appetit. 

A NASA spokesman, John Ira Petty, said 
“the only conceivable thing” that could have 
happened is the crew of the International 
Space Station sneaked the meals into the 
shuttle before it departed Wednesday

Christina LaMacchia loves all things Christmas 
and saw an opportunity to cash in on shoppers’ 
angst over the crush of Black Friday 

The Glendale Heights woman is billing herself 
as a personal holiday shopper willing to pick the 
best bargains and package gifts for $15 an hour. 

“They call me a mini-Martha Stewart,” said 
LaMacchia, 24. 

She joins a growing number of entrepreneurs 
who advertise that they’ll hunt bargains and brave 
crowds on the first official day of the holiday shop- 
ping season. A family in Barrington pledged to hunt 
down a wish list of Christmas items. In northwest 
Indiana, a woman offered personal references and 
a full menu of holiday services “so you do not have 
to leave the house!!” And a graduate student in 
Lombard charged $12 an hour and the price of hot 
chocolate to stand overnight in line awaiting first 
crack at pre-dawn sales. 

It is a novel approach in an economic down- 
turn that has dampened household budgets and 
upped the pressure on retailers to lure custom- 
ers with discounts. Up to 134 million people plan 
to hit the stores this weekend, according to the 
National Retail Federation, up 4.7 percent from 
a year ago. 

The day after Thanksgiving, Black Friday gets 
its name from the fact that retailers historically 
have said it’s the day they begin turning a profit 
for the year. 

LaMacchia advertised her services last week on 
Craigslist. For years she braved the seasonal crush 
at the shopping mall for a network of friends, 
neighbors and referrals and this year decided to 
publicize what she did for 15 clients last year. 

“I was just trying to think of creative ways to 
help with holiday cash,” LaMacchia said. “People 
say, ‘Why should I pay an hourly rate for this?’ But 
you probably have to pay someone to baby-sit your 
kids while you go out and shop. I’m the replace- 
ment for that.”

The family planned a quiet dinner later 
in their Oak Park home, Lin said. 

Farther south on State Street, Julian 
Aguirre, 6, stood up on a barricade to see 
the parade over the crowd. His favorite 
part was the horses and Ronald McDonald, 
he said. Julian is a seasoned parade veteran, 
having attended since he was i. 

“You always see something you didn’t 
notice the year before,” said his mother, 
Maria Valdez, 31. “There are different 
bands, groups from different parts of the

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Prosecutors to squeeze 
Peterson book author

Will County prosecutors are taking the first steps 
toward forcing the Canadian author of a book about 
Drew Peterson to turn over audio recordings of his 
interviews with the Bolingbrook police sergeant 
charged with killing his third wife. 

Last November, Illinois state police and pros- 
ecutors wanted Derek Armstrong, author of “Drew 
Peterson Exposed,” to testify before a grand jury 
about his “relationship” with Peterson and turn over 
recordings of their conversation, according to court 
documents. 

Armstrong, a freelance journalist living in Ontario, 
declined, citing press freedoms. In a phone inter- 
view Wednesday, he said all the tape recordings were 
turned over to CNN and Fox, which broadcast some 
and streamed others online. 

“Every single thing I learned about the case has 
been made public,” said Armstrong, who said he is 
no longer following the Peterson case. He couldn’t 


recall how many recordings there are, but the book 
jacket says there were “hundreds of hours of tell-all 
interviews.” 

A spokesman for the Will County state’s attorney 
declined to comment. 

On Tuesday, Robert Lorz, a former judge who is 
now chief of the state’s attorney’s criminal division, 
filed a motion asking a judge to find that Armstrong 
lacks a “reporter’s privilege” to withhold the record- 
ings and argued that prosecutors have no other way to 
obtain the information they contain. 

Springfield media attorney Don Craven, who is 
not involved in the case, said he believes the privi- 
lege would typically extend to authors as well. He 
said the court may also have some difficulty getting 
jurisdiction becauseof the fact that Armstrong lives 
in Canada. 

A preliminary bench trial for Peterson, who is being 
held in lieu of $20 million bail for the drowning death 
of Kathleen Savio, is scheduled for January

A clinic at O’Hare run by the University of Illinois at 
Chicago began offering HiNi flu vaccines in nasal mist form 
this week. City officials say the clinic also hopes to receive 
arm-shot vaccines this week and plans to open kiosks to 
administer the mist form of the vaccine at both O’Hare and 
Midway this weekend. 

“We feel that it is a good amenity and service for travelers 
passing through the airport as well as the employees work- 
ing at the airport,” said Gregg Cunningham, a spokesman 
for the Department of Aviation. 

City officials said the UIC clinic at O’Hare now has sev- 
eral hundred doses of the nasal mist, which it is offering in 
Terminal 2 to qualified individuals. They would not specify 
how many more doses of the hard-to-find vaccine the clinic 
had ordered or how many were expected this week.

□ DUBLIN Bishops of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Dublin covered up decades of 
child abuse by priests to protect the church’s 
reputation, an expert commission reported 
Thursday after a three-year investigation. 

Abuse victims welcomed the report on the 
Dublin Archdiocese’s mishandling of abuse 
complaints against its parish priests from 
1975 to 2004. It followed a parallel report 
published in May into five decades of rape, 
beatings and other cruelty committed by 
Catholic orders of nuns and brothers nation- 
wide in church-run children’s workhouses and 
orphanages from the 1930s to mid-1990s. 


THE INVESTIGATION 

Investigators spent three years poring over 
60,000 previously secret Dublin church 
files. They were handed over by Dublin 
Archbishop Diarmuid Martin, a veteran 
Vatican diplomat appointed to Dublin in 
2004 with a brief to confront the scandal. 


The government said the Dublin investiga- 
tion “shows clearly that a systemic, calculated 
perversion of power and trust was visited on 
helpless and innocent children in the arch- 
diocese.” 


“The perpetrators must continue to be 
brought to justice, and the people of Ireland 
must know that this can never happen again,” 
the government said, also apologizing for 
the state’s failure to hold church authorities 
accountable to the law 
The 720 -page report— delivered to the 
government in July but released Thursday 
after extensive legal vetting— analyzes the 
cases of 46 priests against whom 320 com- 
plaints were filed. The 46 were selected 
from more than 150 Dublin priests impli- 
cated in molesting or raping boys and girls 
since 1940.

LOS ANGELES Early in the second period of their 
dismantling of the Sharks on Wednesday night, the 
Blackhawks went from being good to scary good. 

The Hawks faced a big test against the Western 
Conference-leading Sharks in their own tank, and 
they scored a definitive ‘A-plus” to show theyre not 
only the class of the conference— but also the NHL.

Hossa’s debut went about as well as it could have. 
The veteran winger scored twice and showed how 
terrific a player he is on both ends of the ice in any 
situation. As soon as he stepped onto the ice for his 
first game since undergoing offseason shoulder sur- 
gery, it was clear he was the best player out there. 
And he was playing alongside Hawks wunderkinds 
Jonathan Toews and Patrick Kane. 

That vaunted San Jose line of Joe Thornton, Dany 
Heatley and Patrick Marleau? It looked more like 
Huey Dewey and Louie in comparison to the Hawks’ 
Big Three. 

The Hawks have won the first four games of 
what is usually a disappointing circus trip and have 
Anaheim and L.A. left. Friday afternoon they will 


look to match their franchise record of nine con- 
secutive victories set last season before visiting the 
Kings on Saturday night. Neither place is easy to win 
in, but the Hawks’ confidence is soaring after they 
made it look simple in San Jose, where the Sharks 
hadn’t lost in regulation all season. 

The ascent of the Hawks, which was ignited last sea- 
son when they made a run to the Western Conference 
finals, even has caught the players by surprise. 

“It has come quicker than I expected,” said vet- 
eran defenseman Brian Campbell, who joined the 
Hawks via free agency in ’08 in part because he liked 
the team’s future.

‘Hannah’ freefalls into corniness 


Salty, annoying Hannah (Sharon Gless) 
isn’t allowed to see her lifelong lover, 
Rachel (Maureen Gallagher), who’s 
in a coma a few hospital rooms away 
Luckily, Hannah’s able to entertain 
herself through corny flashbacks and 
conversations with the imaginary 
presence of a younger Rachel (Ann 
Hagemann), which are conveniently 
interrupted by the appearance of 
plucky Greta (Jacqui Jackson), a 
2i-year-old lesbian who wants to help 
Hannah. 

The buzz: “Hannah Free,” adapted 
from Claudia Allen’s play, was shot in 
the Chicago area, but you wouldn’t 
know it based on all the generic loca- 
tions. It’s nice to see an unfussy story 
about love between two women, but 


that doesn’t excuse the simplistic 
depiction of uptight religious types, 
Hannah’s lifelong abandonment of 
Rachel (“What’s so wrong with wan- 
tin’ to see the world?” she asks ear- 
nestly) and every character’s tendency 
to explain everything they’ve done or 
are doing. 

The verdict: Good intentions don’t 
matter when everything else is so 
incompetent. With all its clunky back- 
story corny performances and self- 
consciously middle-American dialogue 
(“He wouldn’t know a moonfiower 
from a lilac bush”) “Hannah Free” 
screams “made-for-TV” And even 
then you’d fall over yourself sprinting 
to change the channel.
